Prices 


SCHEME which is intended to 
A control clothing prices is at 
present being worked out at 
the Department of Supplies, and 
will be produced shortly in the form 
of a draft order. The object of this 
is that goods produc in this 
fixed prices, an ods imported, or 
now in stock, wil’be subject to fixed 
rofit margins. Buying permits, as 
oreshadowed by the “Mimister in his 
speech in the Dail on the estimates 
for his department, will operate to 
control the distributioh of piece 
goods. 

The system of “ buying permits ”’ 
is being introduced, an /rish Times 
representative was informed, in order 
to put a stop to the trafficking which 
developed in piece goods since they 
went into short supply. 


CLOTH SPECULATION 


Many manufacturers of piece goods 
have seen their own cloth on offer at. 
prices far above the proper price, 
and they have attributed this state 
of affairs to speculation in cloth.

Full particulars 
as to the method of obtaining such 
“ buying permits’ appear in the 
advertising columns. : 

In the case of cotton piece. goors, 
tle. present production by the Irish 
cctton mills is only a fraction of the 
normal requirement. In the circum- 
stunces, it was considered desirable 
to take steps to see that these (or 
substitutg) piece goods were put to 
the proper uses, and that the 
maximum number of raticned articles 
were made from'them. Following 
discussions with the trade, it was 
decided that from the the 19th April 
last shirtings, dungaree cloths, 
nursery twills and a fixed propor- 
lion of the calico or overali cloth 
production should be distributed by 
the Irish cotton mills only to manu- 
facturers and makers-up of rationed 
articles, and the “ Buying Permit 
System ” is already in operation so 
far as thése goods are concerned.

Soldiers’ Songs 
/ 
Army training authorities in 
the United States have decided 
that they can-no longer allow the 
soldier to choose his own songs. 
Eight popular songs, which in- 
clude ‘‘ Roll out the barrel’’ and 
“When this blooming war is 
over, oh, how happy we shall be,’’|: 
are now “‘ officially discouraged ”’ ; 
and recruits are supplied, instead, 
with a book of selected songs. 
Unfortunately, no information is 
to hand as to the contents of the: 
official song-book; but presunt- 
ably it contains such suitably 
martial and patriotic ballads as 
those which the legendary soldier 
has always sung. It is regrettable, 
of course, that the genuine soldier 
always has sung something very 
different. That may be attri- 
butable to his perversity, his 
obtuseness, or simply his lack of 
familiarity with musical comedy. 
The fact remains that the martial, 
songs have been almost invariably 
the exclusive possession of the 
civilian, while the soldier has 
preferred to sing about the 
domestic troubles of the station- 
master. We do not know what 
songs were sung by the Athenian 
triremes, or by the Roman 
legions on the march; but the 
tene of the remarks shouted by 
Cesar’s  legionaries at his 
triumph suggests that their 
ballads touched no high levels of 
patriotic feeling. Patriotic odes 
came more freely from the” poet} 
Horace, who had fied from the 
field of Philippi leaving his shield|: 
behind him. The soldier is con- 
tent to leave elevated sentiments 
to the music-hall ditties. He 
himself is more concerned with 
a solid rhythm, and a melody) 
that can be picked out on the 
month-organ. In the last World 
War men from Limehouse to 
‘Lancashire carolled loudly about 
their affiliations with a distant 
Tipperary, and nobody cared 
about the incongruity. It is no 
reflection on the morals of a 
soldier that he chooses to sing 
“ Roll out the barrel.” It is no 
reflection on his courage in the 
field that his song should be 
“Take me back to dear old

**A BISHOP’S JOB” 


The recent co-operation of the 
Christian Churches in England was 
the subject stressed by Right Rev. 
R. G, Parsons, Bishop of Hereford, 
when he addressed the Dublin 
Rotary Club yesterday on “A 
Bishop’s Job in the World To-day.” 
| Under the leadership of the Arch- 
bishops of York and Canterbury, he 
said, and of the leaders of the 
Roman Catholic and Nonconformist 
Churches, a movement had begun to

The 
movement had begun with a letter 
to the Press, signed by the Arch- 
bishops mentioned, by Cardinal 
Hinsley, and the. Chairman of the 
Free Churches’ Council, and em- 
bodyin ing not only the five points 
insisted upon by the Pope, but also 
five other points of reform, 
embracing such matters as educa- 
tion and the relief of poverty.

operation. 

They had found expression in 
special campaigns, of which one con- 
ducted during a recent week in his 
own Diocese of Hereford was 
typical. During that week, which

the churches, they had had meet- 
ings every night m the Shire Hall]. 
on such subjects as “' Christianity 
and the Social Order,” “ Christianity 
and the Family,” “ Christianity and 
Education.’’ Speakers drawn from

Robert Mahaffy, Journalist 


In the notices I have seen of the 
death of Mr, Robert Mahaffy there 
is no mention of his journalistic 
career, writes a colleague. It was 
my fortune to be associated with 
him just forty years ago in London, 
when he was appointed London 
Editor of the Dulflin Daily Express, 
and I was his assistant, 

Lord Ardilaun had just taken over 
the Express after that newspaper 
had been for two ‘years under the 
control of: Sir Horace Plunkett, with 
T. P. Gill as Editor. Under the 
new regime John Edward Healy 
became Editor, and Mahaffy was 
his selection for the London office. 
At the same time Mahaffy was a 
leader-writer on the Morning Post, 
and it was in his special cubicle in 
the offices of that journal that 1 
carried out much of my business 
with him. 

Mahaffy had great facility as a 
writer, and, being a man of wide 
information, could tackle any 
subject, home or foreign, at a 
moment's notice.

Some time ago I told the story 
of the Irish engineer who, dis- 
covering that the ground ' at the 
sides of a stream was too soft to 
bear a bridge, built the bridge on 
dry land and then diverted . the 
stream under it. 

Ireland has a still stranger “public, 
work ”—a canal ‘which has never had 
water through it at all! It runs 
from Lough Corrib to Lough Mask, 
and is perfectly constructed, with 
several locks, a sluice gate, and even 
a fine stone quay at Ballinrobe.

in this region. The opening of the 
Westport railroad soon afterwards 
probably prevented “‘ throwing good 
money after bad” in an effort to 
make the canal workable.
